city and doing the pumping for the 
city, and hereafter do this part of the 
work. 
In case this were done it 


would probably be possible for the 
city to purchase the current at the 
same rate that the electric company 
now pays for it, and if there is any 
profit in this branch of the business 
the city would make it. 


It has been claimed by some of the 


city fathers that the only object in 
the city buying the electric plant was 
to enable them to do their own light- 
ing and pumping at cost, the having 
in the past been considerable con- 
tention between the cfty and the 
lighting company on rates. 


Mr. Weeks is of the opinion that 


this part of the equipment could be 
purchased without any haggling as 
to price, and without the interven- 
tion of any outside party, as the elec- 
tric company has always claimed that 
this branch of the service "was being 
operated without profit. 


The adoption of this plan might be 


the means of settling a long drawn 
out controversy, and at 
the end 


there would be nothing to prevent 
the city from buying the remainder 
pf the plant If the people felt so dis- 
posed.

INDIVIDUAL PROPERTY 


RIGHTS'IN A STREET., 


A 'groat • many persons have 
the 


idea that a city or other municipal- 
ity has the absolute control of a 
highway or street. 
In other words, 


that the municipality is. the absolute 
owner In fee of such property.. This 
Is not the fact. 
The municipality 


simply has an easment, that 'is; the 
right to use the highway for street 
or -highway1 purposes. 
it simply 


means that the city can do such work 
on such street and construct .such 
means of travel thereon as will take 
care of the traffic on the street and 
also the right'to control and regulate: 
the use of the street for other public 
purposes such as water-mains, etc. 
Ordinarily the city does not own tho 
land on which the street .is located. 
The abutting property owners own to 
the center of the street 


If any use, is made of the street olh- 


jer than for public purposes within the 
field noted above, that Is a matter 
that concerns tho abutting property 
owners, -No one has a right to build, 
along such a street for private pur- 
poses, »eveu though he obtains the per- 
mission of the municipality,' without, 
obtaining permission from the abut- 
ting property owners, which-all at- 
torneys understand and obtain. The 
city, on the other hand, .In granting 
permission -for any such private use 
of the street in moving buildings or 
any Uher use of the street, simply 1s- 
cludos In such permission an interfer- 
ence with travel or with the condi- 
tion of the paving or anything that 
pertains to the public use, and is is 
jeyond the jurisdiction'of the city to 
attempt to Include anything more 
than that in any permission. Hence, 
property owners can not come to the 
:lty 
and expect the municipality or 


ts officers to protect them, the indi- 
vidual property owners, from an en« 
roachment for private purposes on a 
street -adjoining their premises no 
•nore than the city can be called upon

Bureau gets/ cable, .,telegraphic or 
wireless notice of' >a forejgn storm. 
(Station after station, or vessel after' 
vessel reports' the storm's arrival 
in i.ts neighborhood, so'that the gen- 
eral direction arid rate ^of progress 
can be determined very nearly, "In 
f act, v the arrival of some storms can 
/be foretold -ten - days in advance. 


The,,forecasters watch for the re- 


gion ot low barometer which is the 
storm center around which the winds 
blow.' Ttiis , whirl or ,eddy move^s 
bodily forward with tire-general east- 
ward drift of/about 650 miles a day 
,in.'. our latitudes. As the lines of e- 
vo,ual pressure (Isobars) .around the 
lowtcenter crowd closer together? the 
winds attending, the'storm increase in 
force. The forecaster determines the 
direction of movement of the storm 
•and its Velocity. 


When weather disturbances are 


reporte'd', the forecasters know from 
experience about .how long it 'takes 
them to reach our Pacific Coast, and 
then .how long after they will reach 
the Atlantic^ Coast. 
For example, if 


a storm coming from Siberia drifts 
eastward around the North Pole and 
reappears-in Alaska, it should appear 
in Washington, and Oregon in about 
two days; should get to the Great 
Lakes in six days and, to the Atlantic 
Coast in seven-or eight days. 
*- 


Unexpected conditions may delay 


storms 
or divert them*from 
the 


straight track just as a refrigerator 
car may be thrown off its schedule 
or be shipped by acident on a wrong 
road. Some of these storms deplete 
themselves by running into' regions 
of higli barometer which are of great- 
er ' magnitude apd extent than the 
storm itself. Some of them, however, 
travel completely around the world. 


'To keep tab on cold waves that 


comet, into the United States from 
Canada and Alaska, the Weather Bu- 
reau 'studies the Canadian* Weather 
reports, England sends reports from 
Iceland,'the British Islands and Con- 
tinental Europe, and daily'"reports 
come from St. Petersburg on the 
conditions in Russia and Siberia. 


Tlie same businesslike system used> 


in tra'cing the track of a, storm is ap- 
plied'in determining the arrival of 
•frosts. , 


Flood forecasts are .made in much 


the sdme way. Information as to the 
amount'of rainfall'at the head waters 
of streams that- cause floods are cov- 
ered toy telegraphic reports sent by 
local 'observers. As this rain reach- 
es the main-i^channel, the height of 
the water in the channel is determin- 
ed by.successive,gaging*stations. Past 
records establish how, much a height, 
say 20 feet at Dubuque, Iowa,.will 
produce at Davenport, another station 
80 miles down the rive'r/and at each 
point 'full allowance is made for the 
effects of water from' tributaries, and 
from additional and local-rainfall. As 
a result of these observations- in the 
.recent flood, the people of Cairo had 
warning a week or ten days,in ad- 
vance.

be given only 32 to 24 hours notice;

."Washington.—Congress may jibt'and 


probably will.not pass any very dras- 
tic anti-trust legislation this winter, 
nut nevertheless both' houses -will find 
plenty, to do with measures which, 
while they are of less seeming import- 
ance than anti-trust bills, are matters 
of considerable moment to the general 
public. 
Therefore, 
while congress 


may not do any tremendously 
big 


things during the winter, it will man- 
age to keep busy. 


When congress 'suit for the Christ- 


mas recess the house ha'd three impor- 
tant matters of unfinished business 
OK- its calendar, the Ala'slca railroad 
bill, a joint resolution providing' for 
the appointment of a commission to 
investigate and report a plan for na- 
tional aid to vocational education; and 
the District of Columbia appropriation 
bill. 
The senate also had a special 


order on the Alaska railroad bill and 
so it seems likely that this legislation 
is'.-practically certain to pass before 
warjn weather sots in. 


•After the Alaska railroad bill it 


seems likely that t!i<? Adarnson bill to 
create a public health service with 
more extended powers than those now 
lodged in the public health and marine 
hospital services will be taken- up for 
consideration and very likely passed. 
Other matters which may receive the 
sanction of congress before the final 
adjournment of the session are the 
'.Booher bill relative to restricting in- 
terstate commerce in' goods made by 
convicts, and the Burnett bill regulat- 
ing the immigration of aliens into the 
United States. 
.. 


Await Report on Lobby. 


The lobby investigation'matter will 


come before the house 'in a sharply 
pertinent way before very long. The 
members now are awaiting a report 
from the judiciary committee' on mat- 
ters which may lead to action of sonio 
kind in the case of Representative 
James T. MeDermott of Chicago and 
officers ot the National Association of 
Manufacturers in connection with the 
investigation of the charges 
which 


were made when the Mulliall lobby 
inquiry was on. 


It probably will be remembered that 


In the report of the lobby committee 
all the present members of consross 
whose names were mentioned by wit- 
nesses before the committee 
wore 


cleared of "lobbying blame" with tho 
exception 
of Representative McDor- 


mott. In his case tlie testimony was

a. special message. 


Panama Canal Tolls Again. 


The other measures are the I-a Fol- 


lette seamen's bill, which has already 
passed the senate, and upon which 
hearings have been held by the mer- 
chant marine and fisheries committee 
of the house, and the Adamsion reso- 
lution, introduced in the liousu just 
before the Christmas recess, provid- 
ing for the suspension 'for two ypars 
of that provision in the Panama canril 
act which will give to American roast- 
wise vessels free tolls. 
The senate 


may add one more measure to this 
list in the bill introduced by Senator 
Williams on the closing day of the 
pre-holiday session, providing for the 
insurance of bank duposlts. 


It is expected that the Adamson 


resolution will start again iho light 
over the tolls question which stirred j 
congress up a year ago.

Wilson thus far has maclft 
no an- 


nouncement of his leanings in this 
matter and it seems likely that he has 
purposely kept from savins anything 
about the issue involved because of 
his' desire to get the currency bill 
out of the way before Hie other mat- 
ter was touched upon.

The Sun's Pull. 


Albert A. Micholson, professor in the 


department of physics at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, is submitting to meas- 
'uremeht the periodic distortions of j 
the- earth's-surface caused by the sun 
and moon, professor Michelson, whoso 
discoveries won for him the Nobel 
prize for physics in "1907. is doing this 
solar work at the bake '-'eneva. (Wis.) 
observatory. He has found that the 
rigidity of the earth is virtually that 
of steel, and that the surface of solid 
earth is distorted by the action of the 
sun and moon about cue-fourth as 
much as water. The chief apparatus 
for the experiments is a tube 500 feet 
long and eight inches in diameter, half 
filled with water, and sunk six feet 
in the ground. 
As the sun and moon 


draw the water to one end of the tube 
or "the-other, the difference In the lev- 
el IB measured with instruments of ex- 
treme delicacy. The average change 
In level between the two ends .has 
been found to be one-thousandth of an 
Inch.' The accuracy of tha measure- 
ment has been'carrled to one per cent, 
•of this fraction, a. degree neyer be- 
fore- achieyed.

Tbe Sun's Pull, 


Albert A. MichrlBon, professor in the 


department of physics at. the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, is submitting to meas- 
urement tile periodic distortions of 
the earth's-surface caused by the sun 
and moon, professor Michelson, whose 
discoveries won for him the Nobel 
prize for physics in 1907, is doing this 
solar work at the Lake -'eneva (Wis.) 
observatory. He has found that the 
rigidity of the earth is virtually that 
of steel, and that the surface of solid 
earth is distorted by the action of the 
sun and moon about oue-foiirt.li as 
much as water. The chief apparatus 
for the experiment* is a tube 500 feet 
long and eight Inches in diameter, half 
filled with water, and sunk six feet 
in tbe ground. 
An the sun and moon 


draw the water to one end of the tube 
or the other, tbe difference In the lev- 
el is measured with instruments of ex- 
treme delicacy. The average change 
In level between the two ends has 
been found to be one-thousandth of an 
Inch. The accuracy of tha measure- 
ment has been carried to one per cent, 
of this fraction, a degrea never be- 
fore achieved. 


Averige Cost Has Gone Down. 


Ten years Inter, in 190-1, the nnm- 


bar of pieces handled by each employe 
during the year had increased to 35,- 
3GC, and the average, cost per each 
mall piece had gone down lo 1.53.

highway or street. la other words, 
that the municipality is-the absolute 
owner la fee of such property. This 
is not the fact. The municipality 
simply has an easment, that is, the 
right to use the highway for street 
or -highway purposes. 
It simply 


means that' the city can do such work 
on such street and construct such 
means of travel thereon as will take 
care of the traffic on the street and 
also the right to control aad regulate 
the use of the street for other public 
purposes such as water-mains, etc. 
Ordinarily the city does not own tho 
land on which the street is located.

WEATHER BUREAU 


Washington, D. C-, Jan. 19.—Man-

in which a man who has.ordered 
shipment of goods -would estimate th 
date of its arrival. 


Suppose a business "man had order 


ed: a. carload-of pineapples ;from. th 
Hawaiian "Islands; He-would know 
the average time It would take th 
steamer,.to" make the trip to the .Pa 
clflc port, the average number of day 
to; be allowed these" -cars' tfor the! 
trip across the-continent to New 
York. His estimate, tiowever, woul 
be subject' to error because the steam 
ship might be delayed: by fog,. or the 
car's.might ;meet with an accident. 


Storms: like.pineapples, as:a rule 


do not-originate In the United States 
They come to us, some from the Phil 
ipplnes; Japan, Siberia, Alaska. Cana 
da or Gulf of Mexico. The Weathe 
Bureau ". gets/ cabl.e, .telegraphic o: 
wireless notice of a foreign storm 
Station' after station^ or vessel afte 
vessel reports the storm's arriva 
In its neighborhood, so that the gen 
eral direction! and rate of progres 
can be determined very nearly. Mn 
fact, the arrival of some storms can 
be foretold -ten days in advance. 


The,forecasters watch for the re 


glon .o'f low, barometer which Is the 
storm center around which the wind 
blow.' .This whirl or .eddy moves 
bodily forward with the-general east 
ward drift of about 650 miles a. day 
in;our latitudes.. :As the lines of e 
Qua! pressure (Isobars) around the 
low-center crowd closer together", the 
winds attending, the storm Increase in 
force.- The forecaster determines th 
direction of movement of the storm 
and. its velocity. 
When weather .disturbances are 


reported', the forecasters know frpn 
experience about how long it 'takes 
them to reach our Pacific Coast, an< 
then jhow long .after they will reach 
the Atlantic Coast. For example, i 
a storm coming from Siberia drifts 
eastward around the North Pole and 
reappears in Alaska, it should appear 
In Washington, and: Oregon In abou 
two days; should get to the Grea 
Lakes in six days and to the Atlantic 
Coast in seven-or eight days. -- 


Unexpected conditions may delay 


storms, 
or divert .them"from 
the 


straight track just as a refrigerator 
car may be thrown off its schedule 
or be shipped'by acident on a wrong 
road.- Some of these storms deplete 
themselves by running Into regions 
of high barometer which are of great- 
er . magnitude and extent than the 
storm itself. Some of them, however 
travel completely around the world 


To keep tab on cold waves thai 


come, into the United States from 
Canada and Alaska, the Weather Bu- 
reau 'studies the Canadian Weather 
reports. England sends reports from 
Iceland, the British Islands and Con- 
tinental Europe, and dally reports 
come from St. Petersburg, on the 
conditions in Russia and Siberia. 


The same businesslike system used 


in tracing the track of a storm is ap- 
plied in determining the arrival of 
frosts. . 
. 
. 
Flood forecasts are -made in much 


the same way. Information as to the 
amount of rainfall! at the head waters 
of streams that cause floods are cov- 
ered by telegraphic reports sent by 
local .observers. As this rain reach- 
es the main-'channel, the height of 
the water in the channel is determin- 
ed by successive gaging stations. Past 
records establish how much a height, 
say 20 feet at Dubuque, Iowa,, will 
jroduce at Davenport, another station 
80 miles down the river, and at each 
point ^full allowance is made for the 
effects of water from tributaries, and 
from additional and local rainfall. As 


result of these.observations in the 


recent flood, the. people of Cairo had 
warning a week or ten days in ad- 
vance. The Pittsburgh district can 
t>e given only.12 to 24 hours notice, 
because a flood is upon them within 
24 hours after a heavy rain storm.

each individual to hundreds. 


A widow who lives in her hum- 


ble home and rents three poor little 
houses on the same lot paid $80 odd 
last year in taxes, this year $134! 
She is not netting, that poor widow, 
two per cent on her investment! 


Another home owner living else- 


where in the city, paid $192 on his 
homestead last year. 
This year the 


levy is $250—an Increase of $68, or 
more than 33 per cent. Still further 
up the line is a home on which the 
tax last year was $426. This year it 
is $558—a dilation of $132. This 
increase alone actually is more than 
the total tax on the place ten years 
ago! 


What do~you think of that? 
Another citizen 
whose increase 


was heavy last year, pays only an 
additional $15 this year, and is hold- 
Ing his breath lest an awful mistake 
has been made and he IB mulcted 
still further. 


"My raise is 30 per cent," exclaim- 


ed a leading druggist, and he was 
"red headed." 


"I," said another, "paid $5,000 


two or three years ago for a place 
that Is now assessed at $6,000 and 
can't sell for anywhere near that a- 
mount. 
The assessor, the city, or 


the state may gladly take It at less 
than the assessment." 


"I have a lot, assessed at $1,600," 


aaid another. 
"That's more than I 


paid for it seven years ago and more 
than I can sell it for today, and I 
have been paying tuxes throughout 
these seven years." 


Such the street talk. 
"Farmers, too, are in Insurrection, 


Their burdens have been increased 
enormously, not so heavily as those 
of the city folk, yet enough to ca' 
consternation. No such scandal Pver 
has been known in this state. 
No 


such excitement has prevailed since 
the days of the civil war. A politl 
cal revolution simply Is Inevitable 
The party responsible for the as- 
tounding situation is doomed.

—PBACTICE LIMITED TO- 
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HOW TO DO IT. 


(From Farm, Stock end Home.) 
Some day, and the sooner the bet- 


ter, tbe Northwest must deal frank- 
y with its question of vacant lands 
held by speculators. This is a mat- 
er which concerns the city even more 
argely than It does the country. 
Every city and every village has Idle 
and in plenty, bearing little share 
of tbe taxation, waiting until the In- 
dustry of the community has made it 
valuable. 
Every farmer knows of 


unfilled land :n his neighborhood 
which has steadily gone up as the 
roads and schools and houses and 


rns of the community hav ebeen 


built, and its ultimate sale has taken 
out of the neighborhood, very like'y 
out of the state altogether, a sum re- 
presenting the lifework of some man. 
neighborhood, none too rich at best, 
has been compelled to give years of 
personal service in exchange for no- 
thing save a small first investment 
and a trivial real estate tax. 
Mean- 


while every man who has built a barn 
or cleared a forty has had his tax bur- 
den Increased—has in effect 
been 


fined for building up the community, 
while the non-resident who lets his 
land lie is encouraged in that course 
by our tax system. 


The natural remedy that occurs is 


to cut out the tax ort Improvements 
altogether, and to spread the cost of 
government over the land In propor- 
<(lon to its value. Under this system 
the improved eighty would pay ex- 
actly the same tax, and no more, than 
the idle eighty of like character a- 
croas the road. In other words let 
us tax men, not for the use of land, 
but for opportunity of use which they 
enjoy. This is entirely fair, and it 
would compel the speculator either 
to improve his farm or to sell it to 
some one who would do so. The re- 
sult would be more neighbors, better 
roads, better schools, better social 
and business life, and less taxes. The 
way to fill up our Idle acres is to let 
their owners pay their fair share of 
the tax burden. 


INDIVIDUAL PROPERTY 


RIGHTS IX A STREET. 


A great many persons have the 


idea that a city or other municipal- 
ity has the absolute control of a 
highway or street. 
In other words, 


that the municipality is the absolute 
owner in fee of such property. This 
is not the fact. 
The municipality 


simply has an easment, that Is, the 
right to use the highway for street 
or highway purposes. 
It simply 


means that the city can do such work 
on such street and construct such 
means of travel thereon as will take 
care of the traffic on the street and 
also the right to control and regulate 
the use of the street for other public 
purposes such as water-mains, etc. 
Ordinarily the city does not own thp 
land on which the street is located 
The abutting property owners own to 
the center of the street 


If any use is made of the street oth 


)er than for public purposes within the 
field noted above, that is a matter 
that concerns the abutting property 
owners. No one has a right to build 
along such a street for private pur- 
poses, even though he obtains the per- 
mission of the municipality, without 
obtaining permission from the abut- 
ting property owners, which all at- 
torneys understand and obtain. The 
city, on the other hand, in granting 
permission for any such private use 
of the street in moving buildings or 
any Hher use of the street, simply is- 
cludes In such permission an interfer- 
ence with travel or with the condi- 
tion of the paving or anything that 
pertains to the public use. and is is 
beyond the jurisdiction of the city to 
attempt to include anything more 
than that In any permission. Hence, 
property owners can not come to the 
city and expect the municipality or 
its officers to protect them, the indl- 
ivldual property owners, from an en 
croachment for private purposes on a 
street adjoining their premises no 
more than the city can be called upon 
to protect them from trespass by oth- 
ers within or upon their other individ- 
ual premises. 


The above statements apply in gen- 


eral to country roads the same as to 
the city streets.—Merrill Herald.

have an Idea thavt th*r« IB something 
mysterious an* «omlt akoat the work 
of tbe Weather Bureau in lorecMtinr 
tbe coming of storms, frosts and 
floods. Not a few think that the ob- 
servers must necessarily -get their 
data by reading the planets, tbe stars 
and tbe moon. As a mater of fact 
tbe forecaster of the Bureau forttelle 
the coming of disturbances in a bu- 
sinesslike way, very similar to that 
n which a man who has ordered a 
shipment of goods would estimate the 
date of its arrival. 


Suppose a business man had order- 


ed a carload of pineapples from the 
Hawaiian Islands. He would know 
the average time it would take tbe 
steamer to make the trip to the Pa- 
ine port, the average number of days 
to be allowed these cars .for their 
trip across tbe continent to New 
York. His estimate, tiowever, would 
be subject to error because tbe steam- 
ship might be delayed by fog, or the 
cars might meet with an accident. 


Storms, like pineapples, as a rule 


do not originate In the United States. 
They come to us, some from the Phil- 
ippines, Japan, Siberia, Alaska, Cana- 
da or Gulf of Mexico. The Weather 
Bureau gets cable, telegraphic or 
wireless notice of a foreign storm. 
Station after station, or vessel after 
vessel reports the storm's arrival 
in its neighborhood, so that the gen- 
eral direction and rate of progress 
can be determined very nearly. • In 
fact, the arrival of some storms can 
be foretold •ten days In advance. 


The, forecasters watch for the re- 


gion of low barometer which Is tbe 
storm center around which the winds 
blow. 
This whirl or .eddy moves 


bodily forward with the general east- 
ward drift of about 650 miles a day 
In our latitudes. As the lines of e- 


aj pressure (isobars) around the 


low center crowd closer together", the 
winds attending the storm Increase in 
force. The forecaster determines the 
direction of movement of the storm 
and Its velocity. 


When weather disturbances are 


reported, the forecasters know from 
experience about how long it takes 
them to reach our Pacific Coast, and 
then -how long after they will reach 
the Atlantic Coast. For example, if 
a storm coming from Siberia drifts 
eastward around the North Pole and 
reappears in Alaska, it should appear 
in Washington and Oregon in about 
two days; should get to the Great 
Lakes in six days and to the Atlantic 
Coast in seven or eight days. 


Unexpected conditions may delay 


storms 
or divert them from 
tbe 


straight track Just as a refrigerator 
car may be thrown off Its schedule 
or be shipped by acldent on a wrong 
road. Some of these storms deplete 
themselves by running Into regions 
of high barometer which are of great- 
er magnitude and extent than the 
storm Itself. Some of them, however, 
travel completely around the world. 


To keep tab on cold waves that 


come Into the United States from 
Canada and Alaska, tbe Weather Bu- 
reau studies the Canadian Weather 
reports. England sends reports from 
Iceland, the British Islands and Con- 
tinental Europe, and daily reports 
come from St. Petersburg on the 
conditions in Russia and Siberia. 


The same businesslike system used 


In tracing the track of a storm is ap- 
plied in determining the arrival of 
frosts. 


Flood forecasts are made in much 


the same way. Information as to the 
amount of rainfall at the head waters 
of streams that cause floods are cov- 
ered by telegraphic reports sent by 
local observers. As this rain reach- 
es the main channel, the height of 
the water in the channel Is determin- 
ed by successive gaging stations. Past 
records establish how much a height, 
say 20 feet at Dubuque, Iowa, will 
produce at Davenport, another station 
80 miles down the river, and at each 
point full allowance is made for the 
effects of water from tributaries, and 
from additional and local rainfall. As 
a result of these observations in the 
recent flood, the people of Cairo bad 
warning a week or ten days in ad- 
vance. Tbe Pittsburgh district can 
be given only 12 to 24 hours notice, 
because a flood is upon them within 
24 hours after a heavy rain storm.

terials - when -wet. For this reason, it is 
desirable that the mixing be done in wet 
•weather. The mixing can be left to the 
traffic after the materials have been proper-

In He stopt too quick and stript a gear- 
all cases, it is advisable to dress the road

it IB the American marine, the "fti st aid' man of 
the country's armed senice. who uishes to the 
front 


And "rushes" In the word. For speed is the ele- 


ment which above all others is drilled, hammered 
and poundfd night and day into the constitution 
of the marine. On the principle that -\ fire caught 
in its early stages will be leadily extinguished, 
the United States manne corps is oigaimed to 
respond to any call at a moment s notice and 
smother the incipient blaze. In fact, tneir bun led 
appearance on the scene has often pievented the 
outbreak ot threatened conflagration. 


"From the halls of Monteauma to the shores of 


Tripoli' is the way the song starts which they 
have made known in every part of the world. 


"The halls of Monte/.uma?" Yes. the marines 


have seen service in Mexico. It was back m the 
days of 1847 1*1160 they were present at the htorro- 
ing of Chapultepec, the strong castle on the foiti- 
fled hill near Mexico City, where the ancient Aztec 
rulers held sway. 


"To the shores of Tripoli?" Yes, it was back iu 


1803 that American marines marched across the 
desert o? northern Africa for 600 miles and after 
capturing the Trlpolltan flag hoisted that of the 
United States for the first time in the history of 
the country on a fortress of the Old Wor'cl. 


China, Japan, Corea, Egypt, Algiers, Tripoli. 


Chile, Metico, Cuba, Sumatra, Formosa, Hawaii. 
Santo Domingo, Poi-to Hico, Nicaragua—no, this 
is more than a mere geographical list of countries. 
It is a roster of some of the countries in which 
the American marines have been called on for 
service.

There has been only one year s'nce 1900 when 


the marines were not called on for duty on some 
foreign shore. 
And during that period only 26 


of them have been killed 
Nineteen of these, one 


of them an officer, fell during th« international 
relief expedition to protect-the foreign legations 
at Pekin during the Boxer rebellion ID 1900. In 
the following year tuo were killed in the Samar 
campaign in the Philippines. Five were killed in 
Nicaragua in October, J!H2. while fighting against 
revolutionists. The president of Nicaragua, mem- 
bers of his cabinet and other piominent eitv^ena 
of the Central American lepublic attended the 
funeral services of the four marines killed )n the 
fight at Barrancas Hill, near Mass.va, In addition, 
as soon as General Chauioiro, then minister of 
foieign affairs m Nicaragua, now rnmislei from 
that country to the UnivPd States, learned of the 
deaths of the marines, he called on American 
Minister VVeitye! and expiessed his sjmpathy and 
that of his government. 


In 1900 ne find marines landing in China to 


assist sailors and marines from other conntiiea 
In relieving the besieged legatione at Pekin 
In 


11 da>s this was accomplished 
In 1901 they land- 


(>d in Samar, one of the Philippines; also weie 
called to Panama and Colon. They were ID Pana- 
ma again in the three following years 


In N'o\ ember, 1903, a company of marines had 


the novel experience of riding camels across the 
deserts of Africa, as they accompanied a repre- 
sentative of the American state department into 
the heart of Abj seinia to its capital for a confer- 
ence with its famous King Menelik. In the same 
year another company went to Seoul, Corea, to 
protect the American legation during an insurrec- 
tion. 


Santo Domingo and Panama needed marines in 


1905. In the following year it was m Cuba and 
Panama that they served in Panama on account 
of disturbed conditions incident to the holding of 
an election. In Cuba aa part of the "Army of 
Cuban Pacification," whteh succeeded In pacify- 
ing the incipient Cuban revolution of 1906, re- 
maining in the field and occupying Cub* for about 
two years. In this case the marines were first 
in the field and the only troops engaged in 'the 
disarmament of the insurgent forces. 


Panama at election time in June, 1908, saw the 


marines again as police at the polls. Threatened 
destruction of American property in Nicaragua 
sent the marines there in December, 1909. and in 
the following year they saw service In the same 
revolutionary country 
On account of the ievolu- 


tion which resulted in the founding of the Chinese 
republic, marines were sent there in 1911 to en- 
larire the legation guard 
Last year they fought
